The first of Robert E. Howard's 
great heroes, Solomon Kane saw 
print for the first time in the August 
1928 issue of Weird Tales maga- 
zine. At that time, Howard was, 
twenty-two years old, and had been 
contributing to the magazine for 
three years. 


It is hard to believe that the man 
to create Conan the Cimmerian was 
the author that painted the hu- 
merous, blundering superman of 
the mountain country, Breckinridge 


Elkins. Equally incredulous and 
different is this character of Solo- 
mon Kane to whom Robert E. Ho- 
ward gave a full life of sword and 
sorcery adventure in the Sixteenth 
Century. Solomon is a tall man, 
wiry but not heavy in the extreme; 
a born swordsman with great 
strength and tenacity. A Puritan, 
he has a penchant for righting of 
wrongs done to others.

Howard paints him as 
a sombre, black clad swordsman, 
searching for something that he 
may never find. For all his suc- 
cesses, he is alone — an almost 
pathetic figure.

With “The Moon of Skulls”, Rob- 
ert E, Howard's fondness for arch- 
eology and dreams of a lost race 
grow obvious, for Kane returns to 
Africa and comes upon the evil 
Atlantean city of Negari. Subse- 
quent African adventures lead 
Kane to a hidden walled city of 
vampires, a lost plateau with a 
race of winged men, and a war- 
like race descended from ancient 
Assyrians. 


Other Kane exploits lead him to 
the Spanish Main and back to Eng- 
land for swordplay with pirates 
and an evil nobleman.
